Presidential Survival 


One way to live longer is not to 
run for president or vice president. 
Win or lose, candidates for those offi­ 
ces are less likely to live to normal 
old age than are ordinary voters. 
That seems to be the message in 
statistics on longevity of the 28 presi­ 
dents who died natural deaths, as com­ 
piled by the Metropolitan Life Insur­ 
ance company. 
The report is timed 
most appropriately, with 1968 all but 
here, but it’s no more likely to deter 
hopefuls than have similar studies in 
the past. 
In fact, aspirants can now point to 
conspicuous modern exceptions. 
One 
is Gen. Eisenhower, who survived a 


heart attack, major surgery and a 
mild stroke while in the White House. 
He remains active at 77. an age reached 
by only nine other presidents. 
An­ 
other is Harry Truman, who at 83 has 
lived longer than all but two other 
presidents. 
And one of those two was Herbert 
Hoover, who died only three years ago 
at 90. 
Except for these three, all the 
presidents who lived beyond the age 
of 75 served in the relatively quiet 
davs before the Civil War. 
Another 
longevity analysis a few terms hence 
might show that presidents are learn­ 
ing how to cope with the mounting 
strains of the office.

All Around the Town 


Will Pottstonians 
Take to Sauna 


Pottstonians aren’t rushing to buy sauna 
baths yet but if the trend continues for a few 
years, the sauna may be as popular here as 
the shower. 
Finland’s famed dry-heat bath is becoming 
thoroughly Americanized. 
In recent years, thousands of saunas have 
been installed in hotels, luxury apartm ent 
houses, and backyards all over the United 
States, the National Geographic society says. 
Adding a few touches of their own, Ameri­ 
cans have pioneered the pre fab sauna, the 
hairdressing sauna, the pre-cocktail sauna, 
and the executive sauna. 
Department stores offer portable saunas. 
And one sauna enthusiast has created a sauna- 
mobile, a trailer that he can haul all over the 
country. 
The growing popularity of saunas in 
America is attributed to technological innova­ 
tions that have made the baths easy to install 
and maintain. By using dry electric heat, the 
sauna can dispense with plumbing. 
Insula­ 
tion made from polyurethane foam retains 
heat in the sauna without taking up much 
space. 
The Finnish bath uses the same funda­ 
mental principle as the Turkish bath—cleans­ 
ing through perspiration. 
By using dry air, 
however, the Finnish bath bakes the bather 
rather than steams him. 
In Finland, the simplest type of family 
sauna is a one-room log hut with a furnace in 
the corner. 
A slatted wooden platform is 
built along one side of the room for bathers 
to sit or lie on. 
Water thrown on the stones heated by a 
furnace produces steam, but the air remains 
dry because the moisture is absorbed by the 
wooden walls. 
Since the body can stand far 
more dry heat than dampness, the Finnish 
bath is considerably hotter than the Turkish 
bath. 
The ideal temperature is 190 to 200 
degrees. 
After perspiring thoroughly, the bather is 
supposed to beat himself with leafy birch 
branches, then race naked to the nearest lake 
and plunge into the icy water. In Winter he 
rolls in snow. This cooling off is. for some, 
the moment of supreme bliss. 
Finns go to the sauna for mental relaxa­ 
tion and enjoyment as well as cleanliness. 
They invite friends to come for a sauna in the 
same way they would invite guests to dinner. 
Sauna building was a major enterprise in 
Finland after World War II. Faced with re­ 
placing destroyed homes, many Finns first 
constructed a sauna and lived there while 
completing the permanent house. 
The sauna custom proved unexpectedly 
helpful. 
A Finnish governor jokingly told 
Franc Shor. associate editor of National Geo 
graphic. “A United Nations relief official was 
here in the Winter of 1945 and saw a Finnish 
family emerging from their sauna 
He wired 
his headquarters to rush warm clothing. 
'These people are walking around naked in 
the dead of an arctic winter,’ he reported.”

Re-evaluation of Christian worship has been the theme 
of the liturgical and ecumenical movements. The reason 
for the churches to study the historic structures of their be­ 
lief is to find out where the churches of Christendom can 
come together on one common ground. In re-evaluating the 
structures, new liturgies of the churches show more stress 
on the unity and balance of “Word and Sacrament”, “Ser­ 
mon and Supper”, and “ Pulpit and Communion-Table”. 
The Rev. Wilfred F. Penny, rector of Christ Episcopal 
church, 316 High street, who introduced the church’s new 
liturgy on Sunday for a trial use explained “The stress on 
the ‘Word and Sacrament’ shows the coming together of 
Protestant and Catholic. For the last 400 years the Protest­ 
ant emphasis has always been on the ‘Word of God' while 
the Catholic emphasis was on the ‘Sacrament’. Now in Pro­ 
testantism and Catholicism the stress is on the unity and 
balance of both.” 
While the Second Vatican council has been involved in 
structural changes in The Mass, many Protestant denomina­ 
tions also have been engaged in changing its euchristic rites 
The best known is “ An Order for the Lord's Supper” of the 
Church of South India, a church formed in 1947 from Mathod- 
ist, Congregational, Anglican and Presbyterian churches. In 
1964. the United Church of Christ updated its structure with 
the publication of “The Lord’s Day Service” . Last year the 
publication was replaced by two “Services of Word and 
Sacrament”, which included the reprint of “The Lord’ : 
Day Service” 
and a “Lord’s Day Service” in modern 
language. 


SETS UP PROGRAM 
The church council of Emmanuel Lutheran church set 
up a 1967 Advent Appeal program for the congregation be­ 
ginning Thursday. The program, presented by the finance 
committee, has a goal of $10,000. All of the special envelopes 
used during December will go toward the appeal rather than 
to the seminary development fund. The money will be used 
as follows: to mak up any deficit that may exist in the 
budgeted benevolence, for the painting of the exterior of 
the church, to install a new public address system, to make 
the necessary repairs to the basement under the old Sunday 
school building and to clean the Caen stone in the chancel 
area.

“Those usually are stray dogs 
that nobody claims,” he said. 
“If we can find the owners, they 
pay the necessary fines and the 
dogs are returned.” 
Woyton said when an owner 
is found he is charged a $5 bor­ 
ough fine, plus $2 a day room 
and board for the dog to a vet­ 
erinarian. 
Woyton said his family doesn’t 
seem to mind the extra hours 
he spends away from home and 
is pleased with the position he 
holds. 
He is married to the former 
Shirley Dietrich and is the fa­ 
ther of two children, Joseph, 5, 
and Christine, 3.

Whenever he or anyone else 
is bitten, the dog must be con­ 
fined for ten to 14 days. If it 
did have rabies it will die dur 
ing that time, and the rabies 
innoculations must begin. 
Looking back on the seven 
months he has held the dog 
warden’s job, Woyton hasn’ 
had to shoot a dog. 
“I’ve either captured them 
and chased them home and 
warned or fined the owners.” 


I always warn parents to ad­ 
vise their children never to 
touch a stray dog, because they 
transmit disease.” 
When on duty as dog catcher, 
Woyton cruises the streets in a 
borough owned panel truck spe­ 
cially fitted with a cage in the 
rear. 
Other items of gear include a 
large net and a long rope with 
a loop at the end. Many times 
he says he must lasso the dogs. 
“Sometimes it’s the only way 
to capture them.” 
Dogs in general do a great 
deal of damage to lawns and 
shrubs in the borough, he said, 
but revealed that only 25 per­ 
cent of the damage is caused 
by strays.

“Most of the damage is done 
by ’nightwalkers.* People who 
walk their dogs late at night and 
let them roam on other persons’ 
property.”

“Many people think they don’t 
need a license if the dog is al­ 
ways kept in the house or yard. 


NEED LICENSES 


“They are wrong. All dogs 
over six months need licenses, 
and their owners are subject to 
arrest if they are seen without 
licenses even on private prop­ 
erty. 
He said there is a $10 fine 
plus $5 justice of the peace 
costs imposed on any owner of 
an unlicensed dog. 
For the past week he has 
been placing notices at promi­ 
nent spots in the borough, ad­ 
vising of the need for licenses.
